BARD FIGHTING AT PORT ARTHUR 


After one attempt and many threats 
that she would end her life, Mrs. Maggie

Captain Sukeichiro Takahashi, who is

the engagement in a brief tele;;ram to 
the navy department. He says he firat 
attacked tlie Russian cruiser Satur- 
day afternoon, and that on Sun<lay 
morning he inflicted heavy 
damage 
upon her. The Novik nearly sank, but 
she wa^ beached at Korsakovsk. 
A 
shell from the Novik struck the Tsu- 
shima in a bunker. 
T>emporary re- 
pairs. hoAvever. rendered the J'apaiiese 
cruiser seaworthy, and she continued 
to :fight. 
The Japanese suffered no 
casualties. 


The Novik was one-of the Russian 
fleet that steamed out from Port Ar- 
thur on the morning of August 10 to 
force its way through the Japanese 
lines. She entered Tsingtau the night 
of August 11, but got 'away there the 
night of August 12, having remained 
less than 24 hours. She was then er- 
roneously reported to have been sunk 
40 miles from Tsinytau.

JOHN'LOWBER WELSH IS DEAD 


Well'Known 
Financier Succumbs to 
Complication of Diseases. 


• Philadelphia, Aug, 23.—John Lx)wber 
Welsh, 
financier 
and railway organ- 
izer, is dead. He passed away peace- 
fully at his country residence, "Hill- 
brow," Chestnut Hill, surrounded by 
his wife and two sons. Death was due

Japs' Army Reinforced By 30,000. 
Chefoo, Aug. 23.—It is asserted in re- 
liable quarters at Port Arthur that the 
Japanese have received reinforcements 
of 30,000 men from the north. 


The steamer Victoria, which has ar- 
rived here from Newchwang, reports 
hearing spasmodically heavy firing at 
Louisa and Pigeon Bays, respectively 
northwest and west of Port Arthur. 
She saw searchlights playing freely 
and skyi'ocketc signalling. 
The ship 
was too far away to hear or see any- 
thing further, 


Chinese who loft Port Arthur and 
arrived here yesterday state that tne 
Japanese 
by 
making 
a 
desperate 
charge, 
reinforced by artillery 
from 
Louisa Bay, swept from the north into 
Pigeon Bay territory and drove the 
Russians back from the main forts. 
The ground being comparatively fiat 
In this vicinitly, tho Japanese were un- 
able to hold it in tiie face of the Rus- 
sian artillery fire, and thoy retired to 
the north an eighth of a mile beyond 
the zone of fire. 


The Chinese declare that tho Japa- 
nese captured one important fort lo- 
cated on the Itsz-Shan hills, midway 
between tho western coast and tho rail- 
way on a line drawn 
approximately 
from a point midway between Pigeon 
and Louisa Bays. The fighting result- 
ing in the capture of this fort was most 
severe. The position was fii'st subjected 
to a hombardment for over 48 hours. 
Then^the Japanese infantry assaulted 
Jt and compelled the Russians to re- 
tire. The Russian artillery then direct- 
,ed a heavy fire on the spot, compelliug 
the Japanese in turn to retire.

"With cach additional report from 
Port Arthur wondor incroasps both at 
tho perslsto.nre of tho Japanes^n at- 
tack and the heroic stubbornoss of the 
defondors of t.he fortress. Tho Japa- 
nese are literally throtving away thou- 
sands o'f lives in the hope of shaking 
the courage of the Russian irotops. 


"There wore five desperate assaults 
on Green Hills July 2(i, the Japune&e 
returning each tinio with J^ppnrontly 
inexhaustible reinforcements. On tl;Le 
final assault, however, the 
Japanese 
broke badly, throwing away thoir guns, 
cartridge bolts and even their boots to 
facilitate their filght, and leaving 7000 
dead or wounfled. 


assaults-of. July 28 and July 29 
on the Wolf Hills were not followed up, 
the Japanese being severely shaken. 
We evactuitod the Wolf Hills chiefly 
for striitegic reasons, as the liills made 
the line of defenses too long*to ef- 
fpctually withstand the furious attacks 
of the Japanese.

a purple glare, and the mud walls of 
the Chinese village were thrown down 
by the shock. After this fight General 
Stoessel collected 20,000 Japanese rillcs.

TWELVE DEAD 


fN ÎORMDO 


St Paul, Minn,, and Vicinity Swept 
By Terrific Storm. 


St. Paul, Aug. 22.—Death to 12 per- 
icona, injuries to manr others, and de- 
struction to property ^oth private and 
public estimated in round numbers at 
$1,000,000, resulted from a furious gale 
which tore down the valley of 
the 
Mississippi from a point somewhere 
near the confiiienco of the Minnesota 
and Mississippi rivers near Fort Siiel- 
ling. At about that point the fury of 
-the elements se-emin^ly divided, and 
with a roar descendtid on the Twin 
Cities and their environs. 


Beginning at a point below Fort 
Snelling there is the first known evi- 
dence that tho storn> struck v^ith dam- 
aging cffect. It came from tho south- 
west, -and howling in Its fury uprooted, 
trees and demolished buildings in its 
pathway toward St. Paul. 


It tore off tv/o spans of the high 
bridge as completely as if they had 
been unbolted from the rest of tho 
structure and carted away by v/ork- 
mon. There the bridge connected with 
the high bluffs at West St. Paul, and it 
is 4S0 feet above the river. This mass 
of Bteel'v/as carried to the flats below, 
where fiying steel girders and heavj' 
planks fell on several small frame 
houses of the fiaVdwellers and crushed 
them completely. 
Kone of the occu- 
pants of these houses was hurt, they 
having seen the -storm coming 
and 
taken refuge in the caves in the hill- 
side, where they v/ere safe. 


The storm struck the city proper 
near the Wabasha street bridge, com- 
pletely demolishing the Tivoll theatre. 
There was a vaudeville ptjriormanceon 
at the theatre, which was fairly well 
filled. 
Two men were kilbd by the 
fail of tho roof, and about a dozen 
persons, women periormers and -oth- 
ers, were burii^d in the ruins. Many of 
them were severely hurí: before tliey 
were extricated by the fire depaitment, 
which rushed to the rescue as soon as 
the storm had abated its fury. Across 
Wabasha street the Empire tlieatr^,-a 
two-story brick house o£ the 
same 
character as tho Tivoli, »I'as unrooftid 
and otherwise badly damaged.

The 
Pioneer Press building, a IS-story brick 
and steel structure, at the corner of 
Foxirth and Robert streets, was liter- 
ally riddle^d by the wind and 
fiying 
debris. 
Nearly every window on the 
south side was shattered, part of the 
cornice was damaged and a hugo sky- 
light above the court was dashed to 
pieces, the glass falling like hall in tho 
corridors beneath. There was a stam- 
pede anions tho printers at work in 
the composing room on tho 12th fioor, 
many of them being cut by 
flying 
pieces of glass. 


The storm 
then rused on to tho 
northeast, over the wholesale district, 
and here the greatest destruction to 
property was wrought. Ai'ter causing 
havoc in St. Paul, the tornado swept 
onward to Minneapolis and its sub- 
urbs. Here, however, the destruction 
of property was not so great, although 
telephone nnd telegraph wires wei'e 
torn down in great 
numbers. 
For 
hours the Twin Cities were cut off 
from any communication with the out- 
side world. 


Of the 12 fatalities, five of the vic- 
tims met death in St. Paul, four at 
Waconia, a smal station near Llln- 
neapolis, and three at St. Louis Park, 
a suburb of Minneapolis. 


MOB SHOOTS ÄND 
BURNS A NEGRO 


He Criminally Assaulted a Whito 
Girl at Cedartown, Ga. 


CONFESSED WHEN IDENTIFIED 


Cedartown, 
G a., 
Aug. 23. — Jim 
Glover, a negro, was shot to death 
near the home of the white girl he had 
assaulted, and his body dragged a dis- 
tance of about a mile into this city 
and burned at the stake on the public 
square. A mob estimated at DOO com- 
posed the shooting and burning party. 


The crime for which tlie negro was 
thus punished was that of committing 
a criminal assault upon Levia Heeves, 
the 
13-year-old 
.daughter of la well- 
known farmer. 


The true story of the crime is the 
most revolting that had 
ever been 
given to the public from this imme- 
diate section of the country. After the 
little girl had protected the negro from 
the attack of a lai'ge dog owned by her 
father, he followed her to the pasture 
where she w^as taking 
tow, .caught 
her, choked her into in&oAsibility and 
left her bleeding and unconscious iu 
a corn field. 


Bloodhoimds had been on the negro's 
track all day, and he was captured 
some distance 
away, canvied to the 
home of the girl, who unhesitatingly 
identiHed him as her assailant, and 
taken by the crowd 
some 
distance 
from the girPs home and shot to death. 
The negro confessed his guilt. Imme- 
diately the crowd took him away from 
the posse which had captured him, and 
his body was riddled with bullets. 


The crowd continued to gather, and 
•when the march back to the town 
with ^the dead body in tov/ began it ap- 
peared as if fully 1000 persons had 
joined the procession. By'the time the 
crowd reached Cedartown several hun- 
dred more had been added to 
the 
crowd. About 2(JU0 persone witnessed 
tho burning as best they could in the 
bright moonlight on the most conspic- 
uous place on Main street

JOHN LOWBER WELSH IS DEAD 


Well-Known Financier Succumbs to 
Complication of Diseases* 
• Philadelphia, Aug. 23.—^John Lowber 
Welsh, financier and railway organ­ 
izer, is dead. He passed away peace­ 
fully at his country residence, *‘Hill- 
brow/' Chestnut Hill, surrounded by 
his wife and two sons. Death was duo 
to a complication of diseases, following 
a complete 
physical 
breakdown in 
October last. Doctors William Moss, 
James Tyson and Alfred StengjBl, who 
attended Mr. Welsh, assign i3right*s 
disease qm the Immediate cause of his 
death. 
Mr. Welsh’s wealth is estimated at 
$10,000,000. He was a director of the 
Reading Railway company and all tlie 
Important branch lines controlled by 
the Reading. 
At his death he was 
president ot the Penn Traihc company, 
which operates the company stores at 
JohnBtown of Jhe Cambria Steel com­ 
pany; president Keystone Watch Case 
company, director in Cambria Steel 
and chairman of the finance* board of 
the Reading. He organized the Edison 
Electric company of Philadelphia, and 
’Was president of the Union Traction, 
the great strike of 1S9&, 


Tokio, Aug. 22.—After a severe en- 
eagoniont with the protected cruisers 
Chitóse and Tsushima, the greyhounds 
of the Japanese navy, the fleet Hus- 
sian 
cruiser 
Novik has been van­ 
quished. The fight occurred yesterday. 
After It the Novik, in a sinking condi­ 
tion, was run ashore in Korsakovsk 
harhor, on the Island of Sakhalien. 
The details of the fight arc not yet 
known here, but it is evident that the 
Chitóse and Tsushima caught up with 
the Novik Saturday, and that a. running 
Pight ensued. The contest was resumed 
and 
terminated 
yesterday morning. 
Captain Sukeichiro Takahashi, who Is 
(n command of the Chitóse, reported 
the engagement in a brief telegram to 
the navy department. He says he first 
attacked tlie Russian cruiser Satur­ 
day afternoon, and that on Sun<lay 
morning he inflicted heavy damage 
upon her. The Novik nearly sank, but 
she was beached at Korsakovsk. 
A 
shell from the Novik struck the Tsu­ 
shima in a bunker. 
lN?mporary re­ 
pairs, however, rendered the Jkpaiiese 
cruiser seaworthy, and she continued 
to :fight. 
The Japanese suffered no 
casualties. 
The Novik was one*of the Russian 
fleet that steamed out from Port Ar­ 
thur on the morning of August 10 to 
force its way through the Japanese 
lines. She entered Tsingtau the night 
of August 11, but got away there the 
night of August 12, having remained 
less than 24 hours. She was then er­ 
roneously reported to have been sunk 
40 miles from Tsingtau. 
[Korsakovsk is a port on the south- 
-orn coast of Sakhalien, off the coast 
of Siberia and about 550 miles north- 
coast of Vladivostok.] 


JAPS BOMBARD PORT ARTHUR 


Land Forces Shelled the Fortress For 
Seven Hours', 
St. Petersburg, Aug. 23.—A dispatch 
from Chefoo, dated August 22, says 
that according to Chinese reports the 
Japanese Sunday bombarded Porrt Ar­ 
thur from 6 o'clock in the morning un­ 
til 1 o’clock in the afternoon, pouring 
in a heavy firjo, but that the Russians 
succeeded in silencing the Japanese 
batteries. The Japanese fleet was not 
engaged, having put further out to sea. 


Japs' Army Reinforced By 30,000. 
Chefoo, Aug. 23.—lt is asserted in re­ 
liable quarters at Port Arthur that the 
Japanese have received reinforcements 
of 30,000 men from the north. 
The steamer Victoria, which has ar­ 
rived here from Newchwang, reports 
hearing spasmodically heavy firing at 
Louisa and Pigeon Bays, respectively 
northwest and west of Port Arthur. 
She saw searchlights playing freely 
and skyrockets signalling. 
The ship 
was too far away to hear or see any­ 
thing further. 
Chinese who left Port Arthur and 
arrived here yesterday state that tne 
Japanese 
by 
making 
a 
desperate 
charge, reinforced by artillery from 
Louisa Bay, swept from the north into 
Pigeon Bay territory and drove the 
Russians back from the main forts. 
The ground being comparatively flat 
In this vicinitly, the Japanese were un­ 
able to hold it in the face of the Rus­ 
sian artillery fire, and they retired to 
the north an eighth of a mile boyond 
the zone of fire. 
The Chinese declare that tho Japa­ 
nese captured one important fort lo­ 
cated on the Itsz-Shan hills, midway 
between tho western coast and the rail­ 
way on a line drawn approximately 
from a point midway between Pigeon 
and Louisa Bays. The fighting result­ 
ing in the capture of this fort was most 
severe. The position was first subjected 
to a hombardment for over 48 hours. 
Then^the Japanese infantry assaulted 
}t and compelled the Russians to re­ 
tire. The Russian artillery then direct- 
i6d a heavy fire on the spot, compelling 
the Japanese in turn to retire. 


Port 'Arthur to Be Stoessel's Tomb. 
London, Aug. 2S.—According to the 
Moscow correspondent of the Morning 
Post, 'Lieutenant General Stoessel con­ 
cluded a telegram to au Intimate friend 
thei'O with tiie wards: “Farewell for­ 
ever,'Port Arthur will be my tomb.' 


JAPS LOST 28,000 MEN? 


Rijssjan Story of the Fighting Arcund 
Port Arthur. 
iLiao Yang, Aug. \'23.—The following

**Witli cach additional report from 
Port Arthur wondor incroasps both at 
tho pcrsisto.nre of tho Japanese at­ 
tack and the heroic stubbornoss of the 
defondors of l.he fortress. Tho .Japa­ 
nese are literally throxving away thou­ 
sands of lives in the hope of shaking 
the courage of the Russian irotops. 
“There wore fivo desperate assaults 
on Green Hills July 2G, tho Japanese 
returning each time with j^ppnrontly 
inexhaustible reinforcements. On Hie 
final assault, however, the Japanese 
broke badly, throwing away their guns, 
cartridiie bolts and even their boots to 
facilitate their flight, and leaving 7000 
dead or wounded. 
“Thi assaults-of .July 28 and July 29 
on tho Wolf Hills w^ere not followed up, 
the Japanese being severeiy shaken, 
We evactuitod the Wolf Hills chiefly 
for strategic reasons, as the liills made 
the line of defenses too long'to ef­ 
fectually withstand the furious attacks 
of tho Japanese. 
“The assault of July 30 was made in 
the dark of nií^ht in tho hope of sur­ 
prising the Russians. Sixty thousand 
men were hurled against our 13,000, 
but we drove them back agnin and 
again at the point of the bayonet. It 
was another Shipka Pass: 
‘‘The Japanese poured* in' fresh bat­ 
talions, and the slope,<i, covered with 
the dead and the dying, literally ran 
Avith blood. 
“i\s near as can be ascertained this 
assault cost the Japanese 10,000 men. 
'‘The Japanese losses since the siego 
bewail have been 28,000 men. The ex­ 
plosion of one mine wiped out 500. This 
was an awful sight. A volcano 
of 
stones dismembered the bodies of the 
soldiers, while the sky was lit up with 
a purple glare, and the mud walls of 
the Chinese villa?:e were thrown down 
by the shock. After this fight General 
Stoessel collected 20,000 Japanese rillcs. 
^‘The Japanese 
installed 20 siege 
guns on the Wolf Hills August S. Four 
of these are 12-inch guns. They have 
not yet reached our shore batteries, 
which are still out of range, but they 
have damaged the dry dock and the 
railway station. 
‘‘The Japanese are mapping the town 
by sections for the purpose of bombard­ 
ment, and thiPy are assisted in this 
task by a Chinese engineer who recent­ 
ly'deserted to them. 
“The Japanese fire an average of SOO 
shells dail3% and they keep up their fire 
both day and night.” 


TWELVE DEAD 
IN TORNADO 


St Paul, Minn,, and Vicinity Swept 
By Terrific Storm. 


St, Paul, Aug. 22.—Death to 12 per- 
iBons, injuries to manr others, and de­ 
struction to property ^oth private and 
public estimated in round numbers at 
$1,000,000, resulted from a furious gale 
which tore down the valley of the 
Mississippi from a point somewhere 
near the confluence of the Minnesota 
and Missisoippi rivers near Fort Spel­ 
ling. At about that point the fury of 
.the elements seemingly divided, and 
with a roar descend*u;d on the Twin 
Cities and their environs. 
Beginning at a point below Fort 
Snelling there is the first known evi­ 
dence that tho storm struck v/ith dam­ 
aging cffect. It came from the south­ 
west, and howling in its fury uprooted 
trees and demolished buildings in its 
pathway toward St. Paul, 
It tore off tv/o spans of the high 
bridge as completely as if they had 
been unbolted from the rest of the 
structure and carted away by v/ork- 
mon. There the bridge connected with 
the high bluffs at West St. Paul, and it 
is 480 feet above the river. This mass 
of steel V/as carried to the flats below, 
where flying steel girders and heavj^ 
planks fell on several small frame 
houses of the flat-dwellers and crushed 
them completely. None of the occu­ 
pants of these houses was hurt, they 
having seen the storm coming and 
taken refuge in the caves in the hill­ 
side, where they v/ere safe. 
Tho storm struck tho city proper 
near the Wabasha street bridge, com­ 
pletely demolishing the Tivoli theatre, 
There was a vaudeville performance on 
at the theatre, which was fairly well 
filled. Two men were killed by the 
fail of the roof, and about a dozen 
persons, women periormers and ‘Oth­ 
ers, were burii^d in the ruins. Many oi 
them were severely huri before tliey 
were extricated by the fire depaitmeut, 
which rushed to the rescue as soon as 
the storm had abated its fury. Across 
Wabasha street the Empire tiieatre,- a 
two-siory brick house of tiio same 
character as tho Tivoli, ^/as unroofed 
and otherwise badly damaged. 


Third slr^*'Ot, betwern Wabasha and 
Sibloy 
streets, a distance of five 
blocks, wore damaged» 
Hoofs 
were 
blown off, plate' gloss windows shat 
t^red and hu.ge sip:ns sent scurrying 
throuc:h tho air like feathers. 
The 
Pioneer Press building', a IS-story brick 
and steel structure, at the corner of 
Fourth aud Robert streets, was liter­ 
ally riddlf'd by the wind and flying 
debris. Nearly every window on the 
south side was shattered, part of tho 
cornice was damaged and a hugo sky­ 
light above the court was dashed to 
pieces, the glass falling like hail in tho 
corridors beneath. There was a stam­ 
pede among the printers at work In 
the composing I'ooni on the 12th floor, 
many of them being cut by flying 
pieces of filass. 
The storm then rused on to tho 
northeast, over tho \vholesale district, 
and here the greatest destruction to 
property was wrought. After causing 
havoc in St. Paul, the tornado swept 
onward to Minneapolis and its sub­ 
urbs. Hero, however, the destruction 
of property was not so great, although 
telephone Qud telegraph wires were 
torn down in great 
numbers. 
For 
hours the Twin Cities were cut oif 
from any communication with the out­ 
side world. 
Of the 12 fatalitios, fivo of the vic­ 
tims met death in St. Paul, four at 
Waconia, a smal station near Min­ 
neapolis, and three at St, Louis Park, 
a suburb of Minneapolis. 


MOB SHOOTS AND 
BURNS A NEGRO 


He Criminally Assaulted a White 
Girl at Cedartown, Ga. 


CONFESSED WHEN IDENTIFIED 


Cedartown, 
Ga., 
Aug, 23. — Jim 
Glover, a negro, was shot to death 
near tho home of the white girl he had 
assaulted, and his body dragged a dis­ 
tance of about a mile into this city 
and burned at the stake on the public 
square, A mob estimated at 500 com* 
posed the shooting and burning party. 
The crime for which tlie negro was 
thus punished wais that of committing 
a criminal assault upon Levia Reeves, 
the 
13-year-old .daughter of la well- 
known farmer. 
The true story of the crime is the 
most revolting that had ever been 
given to the public from this imme­ 
diate section of the country. After the 
little girl had protected the negro from 
the attack of a large dog owned by her 
father, he followed her to the pasture 
where she was taking 
tow, .caught 
her, choked her into insoAsibility and 
left her bleeding and unconscious in 
a corn field. 
Bloodhounds had been on the negro’s 
track all day, and he was captured 
some distance 
away, earned to the 
home of the girl, who unhesitatingly 
identified hi)n as her assailant, and 
talven by the crowd somo distance 
from the glrPs home and shot to deatii. 
The negro confessed his guilt. Imme^ 
diately the crowd took him away from 
the posse which had captured him, and 
his body was riddled with bullets. 
The crowd continued to gather, and 
when the march back to the town 
with .the dead body in tov/ began it ap­ 
peared as if fully 1000 persons had 
joined the procession. By‘the time the 
crowd reached Cedartown several hun­ 
dred more had been added to the 
crowd. About 2UU0 persons witnessed 
tho burning as best they could in the 
bright moonlight on the most conspic­ 
uous place on Main street. 
The town is in a fever .of excite­ 
ment, but it is thought no trouble will 
follow.

FARM TOPICS. 


GROWING COWrEAS. 


Cowpeas are easily grown and will 
do well on any Avell prepared^ soil 
that is not t. j sad and wot. The crop 
is especially suited to the loams and 
to the clay soils that are high, well 
drained and well w'orked. 


Soils that fail to produce profitable 
crops of corn, clover, wheat or timothy 
Avill oftx^n yield a fair crop of cowpeas. 
Break the laud deep; workthesolldown 
tine; get the seedbed free from clods; 
make it compact and bo sure it con- 
tains abundant moisture to germinate 
the peas at once. 
Plant after corn- 
planting is over this season, near the 
middle of June. 
By that time the soil 
is warm and the peas will grow at 
once. 
This late planting gives oppor- 
tunity to destroy the annual weeds 
that appear, thus preventing their in- 
terfering with the cowpeas later in the 
summer. 


If the peas are intended for hay the 
last cultivation should be followed 
with the drag. The surface should be 
perfectly level and no clods should 
be allowed to be scattered to interfere 
with the mower when cutting. 
If the 
surface is not made level, cutting and 
raking the hay will cause much dirt to 
scatter with i t 
Any one wishing to 
grow peas for the first time can get 
much help from his neighbor, who has 
experience that w^ill, in a measure, be 
his own after trying to grow the cow- 
peas.—Indianapolis News.

TREATMENT OF THE SOIL. 


Just how far one may be able to 
crop the soil and return to it the mini- 
mum amount of fertilizer and do it 
profitably depends upon the soil. 
It 
is known that certain plants will sup- 
ply the needed nitrogen to the soil 
much cheaper than it can be supplied 
by fertilizers; it has also been demon- 
strated that the almost unlimited sup- 
plies of potash in the soil may be re- 
leased and made available to the plants 
by a proper system of soil cultivation. 
Hence, by these methods, the cost of 
supplying fertilizers to the soil is ma- 
terially reduced. 


It must be confessed, however, that 
the usual way of fertilizing is to sup- 
ply the soil Avhat manure the stock 
make during the winter with, pei'haps, 
a small quantity of commercial ferlll- 
izen 
Further, too often it is the case 
that the fertilizer which would be 
only a fair quantity for a dozen acres 
is spread over twentj', 
A bushel of 
shelled corn will take from the soil 
about one pound of nitrogen, one-quar- 
ter of a pound of potash and something 
over half a pound of phosphoric acid 
besides what is consumed by the foli* 
age of the plant, yet the usual appli- 
cation of fertilizers, in any form, is 
hardly as much as this to thci area of 
soil which produces the bushel 
of 
corn. 


In other words, most of us take 
from t n j soil more than we give to it 
in the form of fertilizers, Avhen we 
should 
furnish enough 
fertilizer to 
grow the plant complete, seed or fruit 
ijnd branch and enough more to allow 
for leeching and evaporation and the 
keeping up of the fertility iu the soil. 
When we begin to fertilize on that plan 
then t i e crops will pay well.

Cowpeas are easily groAAMi and will 
do well on any Avell prepared^ soil 
that is not t^ j sad and Avet, The crop 
is especially suited to the loams and 
to the clay soils that are high, Avell 
drained and Avell AN^orked. 
Soils that fail to produce profitable 
crops of corn, clover. Avheat or tim othy 
Avill oftx'n yield a fa ir crop of cow peas. 
Break th e land deep; AA’ork th e soil dow n 
fine; get th e seedbed fre e from clods; 
make it com pact a n d b e su re it con­ 
ta in s a b u n d a n t m o istu re to g erm in a te 
th e p eas at once. 
Plant a fte r corn- 
p la n tin g is o v er this season, near the 
m iddle of June. By th a t tim e th e soil 
is Avarm and the peas aaíII groAA^ at 
once. 
This la te p la n tin g gives oppor­ 
tu n ity to destroy th e a n n u a l 
A veeds 
that appear, thus p rev en tin g th e ir in ­ 
te rfe rin g A \ith the coAvpeas la te r in the 
sum m er. 
If the peas are in ten d ed for hay th e 
last cultiA^ation should be folioAved 
AAith the drag. The su rfa c e should be 
perfectly level and no clods should 
be allow ed to be sc a tte re d to in te rfe re 
with the moAver Avhen cutting. 
If the 
su rfa c e is not made level, c u ttin g an d 
ra k in g th e h a y will ca u se much d irt to 
s c a tte r AA^th i t 
Any one A A ish in g to 
grow^ peas for th e first tim e can get 
much help from his neighbor, Avho has 
experience that will, in a m easure, be 
his oAvn a fte r try in g to groAV th e cow­

TREATMENT OF THE SOIL. 
Just hoAV far one may be able to 
crop the soil and return to it the mini­ 
mum amount of fertilizer and do it 
profitably depends upon the soil. 
It 
is knoAvn that certain plants will sup- 
pl.y the needed nitrogen to the soil 
much cheaper than it can be supplied 
by fertilizers; it has also been demon­ 
strated that the almost unlimited sup­ 
plies of potash in the soil may be re­ 
leased and made aA^ailable to the plants 
by a proper system of soil cultivation. 
Hence, by these methods, the cost of 
supplying fertilizers to tho soil is ma­ 
terially reduced. 
It must be confessed. hoAA’^ever, that 
the usual Avay of fertilizing is to sup­ 
ply the soil Avhat manure the stock 
make during the AN^inter Avith, perhaps, 
a small quantity of commercial fertil­ 
izer, Further, too often it is the case 
that the fertilizer 
AA^hich 
A vould be 
only a fair quantity for a dozen acres 
is spread over tAventy. 
A bushel of 
shelled corn Avill take from the soil 
about one pound of nitrogen, one-quar­ 
ter of a pound of potash and something 
over half a pound of phosphoric acid 
besides Avhat is consumed by the foli­ 
age of the plant, yet the usual appli­ 
cation of fertilizers, in any form, is 
hardly as much as this to th(? area of 
soil A v h ich produces the bushel 
of 
corn. 
In other Avords, most of us take 
from tn> soil more than Ave give to it 
in the form of fertilizers, A v h en Ave 
should 
furnish enough 
fertilizer to 
groAv the plant complete, seed or fruit 
ond branch and enough more to allow 
for leeching and evaporation and the 
keeping up of the fertility iu the soil. 
When we begin to fertilize on that plan 
then tie crops A\’ill pay well. 


Roman Alphabet in Japan. 
An important step in the progress of 
Japan is apparently about to be taken 
In the «compulsory teaching of the Ro­ 
man Alphabet, as well as a RomanJzed 
Japanese aLphabet, in the government 
primary schools. 
This 
A\^ork 
has 
been done to some extent already in 
the universities, but if this proposal of 
the education department be adopted,, 
the Romanization of the Japanese, Ian* 
g;uage is not ^ar distant, for the next 
generation of Japanese of all classes 
will be familiar Avith the Latin alpha- 
oet. 
It is difficult to realize all that 
this will mean to the nation. 
It AviU' 
ilmplify political and commercial rela­ 
tions, and will render Western thought 
and literature accessible to the bulk 
of the people. The scheme, if it find 
favor, will probably come into opera 
tior at the beginning of the next schol­ 
astic year, leaving a feAv months for 
the 
preparation of the readers 
an<r 
other handbooks.

anyone can preserve fresh fruits in the 
same way. The melons I first dip in 
a wax preparation and coat the stems 
with sealing wax. 
After this I coat 
them w'ith a thick coat of shellac and 
bury them in a box of sawdust to keep 
them from rubbing together and from 
freezing. The grapes are coated with 
the wax only, but the plums and other 
fruits are 
coated with the w’ax and 
then w’ith the shellac. 
All are care­ 
fully packed in sawdust.*’—What to 
Eat.

Patent^ leather is by all means the 
prettiest for low shoes for boys or 
girls. It will not do for play or rough 
wear, however. A new leather called 
gun metal is said to be very durable.

The Newport tie is recom­ 
mended for children’s wear. 
This is 
a low tie made on an easy last, and has 
three very large eyelet holes to allow 
for the wide ribbon ties. 
Barefoot sandals are offered in an 
improved style. They are made with

for coolness.

single strap in front was thought to 
have a tendency to spread the toes. 
It was not always comfortable, either, 
and in running was apt to hurt the 
feet.

Chicago, Au^. 21 Hunters of black rust, 
who have put the -wheat bears utterly to 
rout in tlie last two weeks and iu ^that 
time have sont the September option up 
U cents, the Dcccmber up 18 cents, and 
May up 20 ccnts, arc now scouring the 
fields of JIanitoba for more damage signs. 
They seem about to c o n v i n c e speculators 
that the U. S. and Northwest Canada to- 
gether will fall 100,000,000 bushels short 
of producing as much wheat as this coun- 
try alono produced last year--G37,000,000 
bushels. 


Whether right or Avrong inthcir claims, 
the market figures show that the bulls 
have been maldug an onward sweep for 
seven weeks witli scarcely any interrup- 
tion worth mentioning. 
Since the last 
•week ill Juno September wheat has ad- 
vanced 30 cents and DccGml)er 32, while 
in six weeks the May option has jumped 
up 31 ccnts. 


Wlieat ballooning began the first week 
in July with the uplifting inlluencc of 
immense damage by rains and floods in 
Kansas, ^Ncbraskil, Missouri and Okla- 
homa. 
Bear operators pooh-poohed the 
cries of distress by saying Kansas was 
merely giving an annual vent to a dys- 
poptic feeling. 
Expert after expert rode 
through the -wheat territory, predicted 
great loss of grain and was derided for 
his pains. 
Finally one expert said Kan- 
sas "would not raise over 58,000,000 busli- 
els of grain^ a falhof 20,000,000 bushels 
from the previous crop of the State. 


The highest estimates from that State 
to-day arc G3,000,000 bushels and the av- 
erage calculation is several million be- 
low that amount.

Sent Wheat Up 30 Cents. 
Chicago, Au^:. 31 Hunters of black rust, 
who have put the wheat bears utterly to 
rout in the last two weeks and in that 
time have sent the September option up 
M cents, the December up 18 cents, and 
May up 20 cents, are now scouring the 
fields of JIanitoba for more damage signs. 
They seem about to convince speculators 
that the U. S. and Northwest Canada to­ 
gether will fall 100,000,000 bushels short 
of producing as much wheat as this coun­ 
try alone produced last ycar--*G37,000,000 
bushels. 
Whether right or wrong in their claims, 
the market figures show that the bulls 
have been making an onward sweep for 
seven weeks with scarcely any interrup­ 
tion worth mentioning. Since the last 
week ill June September wheat has ad­ 
vanced 30 ccnts and Dcccmlicr 33, while 
in six weeks the May option has jumped 
up 31 cents. 
Wheat ballooning began the first week 
in July with the uplifting influence of 
immense damage by rains and floods in 
Kansas, ^Ncbraskit, Missouri and Okla­ 
homa. Bear operators pooh-poohed the 
cries of distress by saying Kansas was 
merely giving an annual vent to a dys­ 
peptic feeling. Expert after expert rode 
through the wheat territoiy, predicted 
great loss of grain and was derided for 
his pains. Finally one expert said Kan­ 
sas 'would not raise over 5S,000»000 bush­ 
els of grain,, a falUof 20,000,000 bushels 
from the previous crop of the State. 
The highest estimates from tliat State 
to-day arc 08,000,000 bushels and the av-* 
crage calculation is several million be­ 
low that amount. 


A man in a Missouri town has gained a 
re])utation for queerness because he re­ 
duced the rent on one of his houses to a 
tenant who hadii^t asked far a reduction.

The instrument used for measuring 
the density of water or other liquids 
is called a bydromoter, and it is a very 
simple affair, consisting of a glass or 
metal float with a stem projecting out 
of the water.

The device is merely a blownout egg 
shell, with the holes in its ends stopped 
with wax, and weighted with a bit of 
wire or a coin or two. You have a ves­ 
sel—preferably a tall glass jar—filled 
with water which y o u can bring to the 
temperature of thirty-nine degives or 
thereabouts by aclding a bit of ice, 
then a dash of warm water, and so on 
till you get it right, testing it all the 
time with a thermometer. Then adjust 
the weight on your egg so that it just 


weight of a quantity of liquid equal in 
bulk to the submerged part of the body. 
No matter in w hat liquid the body is 
placed, tho weight of the displaced 
liquid must be the same, equal to the 
weight of the body itself, If the latter 
is to float at all. 
Hence it Avill sink 
deeper in a light liquid than in a 
heavy one, because it must displace a 
greater bulk to make up the required 
weight. Of course, if the liquid is too 
light the body will be ''ntirely covered 
and will then sink to tho bottom. 
This brings us to a very pretty and
